DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The request filed on 10/22/2008 for Continued Examination (RCE) under 37 CFR 1.114 
based on parent Application No. 10/716,485 is acceptable and a RCE has been established. An 
action on the RCE follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3-4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claims 3-4 and 6 are rejected as being incomplete because they depend from a cancelled 
claim (claim 2 was cancelled). Therefore, they have not been further analyzed on the merit. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(b) I he invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by Malackowski 
et al 2001/0034530. Malackowski et al discloses a position measuring system, including: a 
position indicating means comprises a pair of laser beam emitting means 1202a-c for emitting 
laser beams that intersect at one of a surgical field of a patient and a predetermined portion of the 
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tool, where the position indicating means and three dimensioned position measuring means 112 
are being fixed on a common base 104, where a control unit 106 controls the pair of laser beam 
to emit the laser beam to intersect at an intersection point on the surgical field, and wherein after 
the tool has been moved to the placement location, the control unit controls the pair of laser 
beam to emit the laser beam on the predetermined portion of the tool (see col. 2, paragraph 15- 
16), and where the position measuring apparatus is used for indicating a position and a direction 
of a surgical tool during a surgical operation (see col. 3, paragraph 55-56). 

Response to Arguments 
4. Applicant's arguments filed 1 0/22/2008 have been considered but arc moot in view of the 
new ground(s) of rejection. Applicant is asked to please refer to the modified prior art rejections 
above where examiner addresses applicant's concerns regarding the above rejections.
